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Colonial Craftsmen of Pennsylvania 

REPRODUCTIONS from Pennsylvania Newspapers of the 
Colonial Period of our Cabinetmakers and Craftsmen are con- 
tinued in this number as installment number four. 

SAMUEL WILLIAMS' advertisements contain data of interest, 
showing the use of cherry, walnut and mahogany in 1767. The 
"chests of drawers, cradles and coffins" in his notice of 1769, as well 
as the use of black walnut, is of interest. In 1770 "Windsor chair 
plank" is shown. 

ROBERT PARRISH shows, in 1775, that the tool-makers' craft 
was naturally associated with the cabinetmakers. 

GEORGE RICHEY, from Scotland, shows that "French chairs" 
were in use. 

PLUNKET FLEESON appears once more with "American 
Paper Hangings" in 1769, as well as advertising that he makes and 
prepares "military instruments," in 1775. 

WILLIAM MARTIN, from 1770-75, shows the close connection 
between this country and England. His "deception beds" were prob- 
ably the prototype of our present day folding beds. 

CHRISTOPHER MENG advertises for sale, "walnut presses for 
clothes and chests of drawers." It would be of interest to know where 
the design of our Chippendale chests of drawers of the Philadelphia 
style originated.
